Moving Sidewalks May 
Be Part of Our Future 


Moving sidewalks are something new 
im city planning. 
In the last analysis they gre conveyor 


belts, the kind that are used to haul in- 
dustrial materials, but adapted for human 
use. 

New York is thinking of installing a 
super conveyor belt to replace the rattling 
old underground shuttle train between 
Times Square and Grand Central Station. 
A Texas city has the grandiose idea of ele- 
vated moving sidewalks. They would be 
a floor or so above street level and run 
through office buildings and department 
linking them together and making 
independent of traffic congestion. 

There are as many Variations on this 
theme as there are types of traffic prob- 
lems. Actually the idea is not new, for 
visionaries saw its possibilities many years 
ago. Technical difficulties have been 
solved since, and moving sitlewalks ap- 
pear to have an assured future. 

Atlanta's terrain is up and down, and 
the installation of a moving sidewalk more 
than a block long would pose some diffi- 
culties. 

A self-propelled sidewalk i be 
great on these hot days, particularly if the 
city fathers were thoughtful enough to 
provide a canopy to shade the pedestrians.

In an attempt to win friends and in- 
fiuence legislation six national organiza- 
tions spent more than a half million dol- 
lars lobbving in Washington the first three 
months this year. 

Represented by the six were the elec- 
tric companies, the railroads, the dairy 
farmers, employers concerned with labor 
legislation and friends of the St. Law- 
rence Seaway. 

For lobbying January through March, 
these groups spent as follows: National 
Association of Electric Companies, $127,- 
746; the National Milk Producers Federa- 
tion, $83,302.30: General Electric Com- 
pany, $76,124.42: Emplovers Labor Rela- 
tions Information Committee, Inc.. $67.- 
462.12; the Great Lakes-St. Lawrence As- 
sociation, $64,533.88, and the Association 
of American Railroads, $566,832.14.

In a 5-to-3 ruling, the Supreme 
Court held that it is the Federal 
Power Commission's duty under 
the 1938 Natural Gas Act to go 
clear back to the source and regu- 
late rates charged by so-called ‘‘in- 
dependent’’ producers who sel! 
natural gas to move into pipe 
lines in interstate commerce. That 
is the initial factor in ultimate 
cost to the consumer. 

It was the FPC's own decision 
that it did not have such power 
that finally brought this issue to a 
head 

This was in the case of Phillips 
Petroleum Company, one of the 
companies that, like 
others, also produces and 
This company 
provoked consumers in the Mid- 
die West when it boosted its rates 
‘to pipe lines .there. Protests 
throughout the area were headed 
up in Wisconsin, which filed of- 
ficial complaint with the FPC 
charging excessive rates by Phil- 
lips and sent both its governor and 
its attorney general here. ' 

Phillips countered that the FPC 
did not have authority over its 
rates, as ‘it was an “‘independent’”’ 
producer, After long - drawn - out 
proceedings, in which Wisconsin 
argued that the FPC did have ju- 
risdiction, that five-man agency it- 
self agreed with Phillips with only 
a lone dissent. So the FPC never 
got to the basic issue of investi- 
gating rates. 

‘The way is opened for that now 
by the Supreme Court decision.

There are some 2,300 in 
the country. 

The FPC decision which the Su- 
preme Court overturned this week 
was back in 1951, during the Tru- 
man administration. 


But there is a good deal more 
of the story back before that—as 
there likely will be more in the 
future. 

Among the three dissenters, Jus- 
tice Douglas was a surprise. The 
other two were Justices Clark and 
Burton. Justice Jackson, who has 
been ill, did not participate. In a 
separate dissent Justice Douglas 
said while there is much to be 
said from the national viewpoint 
for regulating sales at both ends 
of interstate pipe lines, he is in 
doubt that Congress had included 
producers. ‘Justices Clark and Bur- 
ton in a joint opinion argued that 
they were exempt. 

You may look for new efforts in 
Congress to write a specific ex- 
emption into the law; in short, to 
nullify the Supreme Court deci- 
sion. That was done, you recall, 
when Congress wiped out the Su- 
preme Court’s decision asserting 
federal jurisdiction over offshore 
oil lands and, instead, put them 
under state control. 

So the Supreme Court may not 
he the end of the road—unless con- 
sumers can prevent Congress from 
thwarting the week's decision.

U.S. Must Prepare 
For 2 Kinds of War 


EN ROUTE TO WASHINGTON—How near 
are we to a general war in the world? 
Anyone who travels in Europe nowadays and 


a messenger from Heaven to an- 
nounce the birth of the Saviour. 
That angel had only one opportu- 
nity to preach and we note that 
the very first words of that ser- 
mon were, ‘‘Fear not’ (Luke 2:10). 
The worst enemy of your life is 
perverted fear. I say perverted be- 
cause basically fear is good. God 
made man with the capacity to be 
afraid for man’s own protection, 
Only a fool is fearless. We read, 
‘The fear of the Lord is the be- 
ginning of knowledge’’ (Prov. 1:7). 
Fear develops humility, reverence 
and faith. — 

But when fear is perverted, it 
becomes a monster which para- 
lyzes and destroys one’s life. We 
remember the story Jesus told of 
the man who buried his talent in 
the ground. “I was afraid,” he 
said. His talent was taken away 
from him and he was called an 


unprofitable servant (Matt. 25: 
25-30). 
In his book “The Conquest of 


Fear,’’ Basil King points out that 
fear causes more misery than all 
the sin and sickness of our lives 
combined. We are not sick all the 
time. We are not sinning all the 
time. But most people are afraid 
of something of somebody — all 
the time. 

“Why are ye so fearful?” asked 
Christ. Tomorrow let's look at His 
answer, » 


talks with persons inside and outside of government in the various 
countries hears that question discussed just as often as it was in 
the years immediately preceding the outbreak of World War I 


and World War I. 

There can be no doubt that the 
danger of World War III is uni- 
versally recognized, but the wish- 
ful thinkers again are in the ma- 
jority—those who, because they 
don't want to see a war happen, 
are trying to presuade themselves 
that it will not happen. 

This writer is convinced that 
there are only two safe assump- 
tions for policy-makers in the gov- 
ernments of the. free world to 
adopt. One is that world War III 
is probable, and the other is that 


it will not necessarily be an 
atomic war. 

The assumption that the next 
war will not necessarily be an 


atomie war is based on the logical 
strategy which Communist Russia 
already is adopting and must con- 
tinue to apply in both her military 
and diplomatic preparations. Just 
as the Korean War surprised the 
military men, presenting the 
forces of the free world with a 
kind of war they did not antici- 


pate or prepare for, so it may be 


assumed once more that the mili- 
tary planning now being done by 
the free world does not envisage 
the kind of war the Communists 
will fight the next time. ' 

The basic premise on which this 
line of reasoning is founded is 


, 


that the United States and the 
other free governments will not 
authorize the dropping of an atom- 
ic bomb unless the Soviets drop 
one first. 

If, therefore, the atom bombs 
are not used to destroy each 
other’s cities, what kind of war 
will be fought? In all probability, 
the kind we did not expect in 
1939 and 1940 and the kind we 
didn't expect in Korea in .1950— 
the strategy that the enemy deems 
best for its own purposes. This 
means a close approximation of 
what is known as “conventional” 
war, fought with large bodies of 
ground troops. Soviet Russia is 
Plainly at an advantage in this 
respect. 

The so-called ‘‘new look,”” which 
is a phrase used to describe our 
present military plans, assumes 
an atomic war. It is correct as 
far as it goes, but absolute secur- 
ity will not come and a third world 
war will not be prevented unless 
the free world is ‘adequately pre- 
pared for both kinds of war—the 


conventional as well as atomic.” 


For the only real deterrent to a 
third world war is to be prepared 
for it on a military scale, which 
may be very costly but which is 
absolutely necessary for’ survival.

MACON, June 8&8 (® — Georgia 
Farm Bureau officials here Tues- 
day vigorously protested the dif- 
ferential between prices paid for 
1954 tomato crop and retail prices 
paid by the. city housewife. 

A survey conducted in cities 
throughout the state by the GFBF 
showed that Georgia tomato 
growers are receiving 2'2 to four 
cents per pound for the fruit while 
housewives are paying 19 to 25 
cents per pound. Included in the 
survey were Augusta, Macon, At- 
lanta, Savannah and Columbus, 
the Farm Bureau reported. 

H. L. Wingate, GFBF president, 
said ‘‘Farmers cannot understand 
why they are receiving so little 
and the consumer is paying so 
much.”’ 

Wingate continued ‘‘we_ think 
the spread is entirely too wide 
between the farmer and the con- 
sumer. We feel that the price at 
the retail market should be con- 
siderably less according to the 
price being paid the farmer if the 
price were lower to the consumer, 
more tomatoes would move and 
farm prices would 4mprove.
